REVOLUTIONARY SOLDIERS PENSIONED BY 
THE STATE OF NEW JERSEY

The historian frequently has occasion to consult the laws of a state 
in order to establish certain historical facts. The student of genealogy, 
on the other hand, is generally not aware that this same source of in- 
formation abounds with items of biographical and genealogical interest. 
The following list of Revolutionary soldiers and their widows who were 
pensioned by Acts of the Legislature of New Jersey has been compiled 
with two purposes in view, ( i ) to acquaint our readers with the fact 
that the State Laws are a source of genealogical information, and (2) 
to present a list of Revolutionary pensioners not heretofore conveniently 
available. 

The list is based on the one given in Hood's Index to New Jersey 
Laws, 1663-1903, pp. 818-820, but as here presented includes all of the 
information concerning the soldier as set forth in the several Acts, vis. 
the residence of the pensioner, the amount of the pension per year, and 
the date of passage of the Act. Except in the few instances quoted, the 
Laws do not give the rank or service of the soldier. References to Stry- 
ker'j Officers and Men of Neiv Jersey in the Revolutionary War art 
given in parentheses thus: (S-486).
